Decision on Petition 



This is a decision on a petition under 37 CFR 1.181(A)(3) filed May 16, 2008, requesting 
consideration and acknowledgement on the record of the Information Disclosure Statement 
(IDS) filed on February 26, 2007. 

Applicant has requested that the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on February 26, 
2007 be considered. The IDS contained Japanese Patent Publication No 64-29708 and No. 1 1- 
203925 and were accompanied by an English translation of the Japanese Patent Office Action in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.98 (a)(3). 

The examiner refused to consider the IDS stating there was no certification explaining the 
relevancy of the Japanese Patent Publications. However a review of the file indicates a Non- 
patent literature document filed on February 26, 2007, which is an English translation of the 
Japanese Patent Office Action. This document does explain the relevancy of both of the 
Japanese Patent Publications. 



In light of the facts above, the 37 C.F.R. 1.181 petition to consider and acknowledge the 
Information Disclosure Statement filed on February 26, 2007 is Affirmed .
